basis as agricultural implement paper. 
By these various mentis the fanners of 
Ohio wero enabled to purchase in 1918 
no fewer than 1,332 farm tractors, thus 
practically doubling vhe number in the 
state.

HARDING VS. COOLIDGE 


Senator Harding is talking right out 


in open meeting, so to speak, now that 
h* has been dragged from his porch at 
Marion. 


In his Omaha speech he made a dec- 


laration against over-zealous crusades 
for law and order. In so doing he has 
killed the pet shibboleth of his running 
mate, Governor Coolidge. H was that 
Mogan that won such a sweeping vic- 
tory fer Coolidge lost year and it was ~h'jp3 
that which brought him the nomination 
for vice president this year. Without 
this specialty, Governor Coolidge. would 
feel lost at any big. gathering ot a po- 
litical nature. 


Harding may have administered this 


blow to Coolidge unintentionally or 
he may not; but In any case it will 
prevent the governor from further ex- 
ploiting the capital he made from the 
Boston police strike. 


Senator Harding in the same speech 


made a candid statement in regard to 
Ireland when he said that if ek-cted 
he would do nothing for Ireland, for 
the reason that he would have no more 
right to interfere in the Irish situation 
than Britain woulA have to dictate 
what we shall do with the Philippines. 
The friends of Ireland will appreciate 
that statement much 
more 
lhan a 


meaningless sop thrown out to catch 
votes and serve only to deceive and 
delude a people struggling for freedom. 


But whether it was candor or some- 


thing elso that moved Senator Harding 
to cast a wet blanket over the cam- 
paign provender of Governor Coolidgu 
is not clear. Apparently, he has a con- 
tempt for the men who think they can 
Invade, the personal freedom of others 
under the pretext of conducting a cru- 
sade for law and order.

and charter revision, it is expected,

Wherever business men meet these 


two subjects are being talked about. 
The proposal for the 
establishment 


of a fare schedule by the street rail- 
way that shnll'be based upon charges 
for actual mileage travelled receives 
the freest discussion. It Is quite cer- 
tain that this method of collecting 
fares will come before the Joint con- 
ference of the home rule committee 
and members of the municipal coun- 
cil that it Is • expected will be held 
next Thursday. 


The proposal for a mileage system is 


said to be in line, with the carrying 
out of lhe principle enunciated by 
President W. N. Goodell of attempting 
to attract patrons to the street rail- 
way lines by making he fares low 
in the sections in which there are 
the largest number of people who 
might become riders. 


It Is pointed out thatl the street 


railway company, in the past, has for- 
mulated its fare rates with the evident 
intention of favoring riders who live In 
the comparatively thinly settled dis- 
tricts outside the centre 'of 
the city. 


H Is said that at present short-haul 
passengers who are more profitable to 
the company, are being kept from using 
the cars because they are taxed to car- 
rying a comparatively small numBer of 
persons from and to the long haul zone. 


The announcement ot the public trus- 


tees ot a reduction of fares to long- 
haul riders holding tickets is being 
hailed as an evidence of a desire on 
the part of the company to meet the 
demand for lower rates. It is pointed 
out, though, that lu this cut In fares 
tlio long-haul passenger, who In most 
cafes would use the road anyway. Is 
favored at the expense of short-haul 
travellers.

not rest entirely wllh the drivers of 
motor vehicles, but U fast driving ue 
stopped, the careless pedestrians and 
thoughtless children will IIHVC more of 
a chance. 
.-We have heard and read much about 
the fatalities In the cities of New Voik, 
Boston end other metropolitan centres, 
but many will inquire how 
it 
Is In 


Lowell. 


How many fatal accidents have we 


bad in the course of a year resulting 
from the operation of motor vehicles? 


An examination of the list of dc.uhs 


- on which Iniuesis wcix- hold at 
the 


local police court shows that there were 
nineteen persons hilled by auios and 
mitprcyclcs for the year ending Sep- 
tember 2S and It appears, thai the fu- 
tilities will soon reach two n month 
'unless we have reform. 


Instead of any reduction in the num- 


ber, it appears that these accidents 
»re steadily increnslnB In frequency 
owlh*. we presume, to the Increase In 
tho number of :iutos iind trucks, the 
number of incompetent 
drivers, 
the 


number who drive while intoxicated 
and to tha continual carelessness of 
ptd«Btrians. 


Birtce January 1, of this year, there 


have been 410 auto accidents in the 
ilreets of Lowell, In which 106 children 
were struck and Injured, a number of

went to worn lu aid the Ohio farmers. 
He colled H meeiim; of tractor manu- 
facturers and btatcd that lie uanted 
ihcm to allot HI least lificen hundred 
furni trfK'torji for sale in Ohio. He then 
went lo the superintendent of the slutc 
banking department and ordered letters 
addressed to every banker in the state, 
urging financial assistance to farmers 
In the matter of buying tractors. He 
rltpaslU'd two million dollars of the 
state Industrial commission funds in 
country banks with a hint that they 
lend, al li'iist some of il lo farmers buy 
ing tractors. 


Goreinur Cox then went to iho l-'ed- 


eral Ke.wvve bank and secured a ruling 
lhat notes given by farmers purchasing 
trflclors be discounted on the samo 
basis as agricultural Implement jmper. 
By these various means the farmers of 
Ohio were enabled tp purchase In 191S 
no fewer than 1,392 f%rm trr.ctors, thug 
practically doubling Iho number in the 
state.
